3. Plaintiffs will suffer immediate and irreparabl 
if Defendants are not immediately restrained from takin 
from Plaintiffs. Plaintiffs seek an injunctive order pr 
the Defendants from taking any DNA sample during the pe 
the lawsuit, for which Plaintiffs have no adequate reme 
There is no adequate remedy at law because the ACT mand 
Defendants take DNA samples from Plaintiffs. The harm i 
because by acquiring Plaintiffs' DNA sample, Plaintiffs 
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held religious beliefs are violated. Plaintiffs believ 
sanctity of their blood and body before God. Unless De 
are immediately restrained and enjoined from taking DNA 
from Plaintiffs, Plaintiffs 1 religious rights will be s 
vi ol ated . 

4. There is a substantial likelihood that Plaintiff 
vail on the meri ts because thfe Governments' interest ad 
the DNA ACT are not compelling, and assuming so, the Go 
interest do not outweigh ; Plaintiff s ' constitutional rel 
doms . 

5. The threatened harm to Plaintiffs outweigh the h 
orary restraining order would inflict on Defendants. 

6. The issuance of a TRO is not against the public 
because the TRO would serve the public by protecting th 
exercise of religion.

7. The Court should enter this temporary restrainin 
out notice to Defendnats because Plaintiffs will suffer 
and irreparable injury and damage if the TRO is not gra 
Defendants can be heard, and notice would be impractica 
there is no less drastic means to protect Plaintiffs 1 i

inary injunction for hearing at the earliest possible h
